To wring the necks of a couple of them - discussions are going on not on getting 
rid of garden sheds, but on standardising them in reasonable unobtrusive shapes 
and materials: and the play "tractor-digger" is a product of much careful thovght 
by many people and it will shortly become an attractive, safe, adventure play 
gadget for the children. 


These are two rather touchy subjects for a lot of people and it might be well 
to bide-a-wee to sce how things go in attempts to meet both the "fors" and 
"againsts".
